use of narcotics,” when he was discharged 

from the Penitentiary only last Friday. 
The convict charges that the drugs men- 

tioned are furnished by certain guards to a 


few favored prisoners, and that the latter 
extort enormous prices from the drug’s 


‘Victims, and divide the profits with the 


fuards.and petty foremen of working 
gangs, who make the traffic possible. 

He says it was easier to procure opium 
in the Penitent.ary than on the outside,and 
for that reason he willingly returned to the 
prison after a brief te:im of liberty,. al- 
though the return to the drug mean a re- 
turn to all the hardships of a penal colony. 

McCabe charges that the sale of narcotics 
has been going on in the Penitentiary for 
years, despite the efforts of Warden Siarke 
and his deputies, Bradbury and Tolen, to 
stop it. Men known to be peddling tne 
stuff have frequentiy been caugnt in the 
act and punished, besides having their sup- 
ply of narcotics confiscated, but the prac- 
tice continues, for with the aid and con- 
nivance of under-officials the use of the 
stuff could not be blotted out, 

While the statement of a convicted felon 
is ordinarily listened to with doubt as to 
its truthfulness, there is this to voucn for 
a part of McCabe's story—he is an opium 
fiend and he was released from the peni- 
tentiary only a week ago, after being im- 
prisoned there during the preceding 15 
months. He could not have become the 
wreck he now !s by any practice pursued 
only since he gained his liberty. He may 
have been supplied with the drug while 
behind prisen. bars, 

The. penitentiary has been-+ quarantined 
nado all owtsiders for a month and more 
past. Not even new prisoners were admitted 
and no visitors were allowed, on account 
of the smallpox scare. It would seem from 
this that no outside means of getting the 
drugs into the penitentiary were available 
in the recent past. 

McCabe's case is trily a pitiable one. ‘'] 
learned to use the stuff in the penitentiary,”’ 
he says “A man doing his first term 
up there is easily led by the old-timers.

But he kept on coming 
around. Other convicts all around me were 
using it, and it did seem to help them 
out, 

“Finally I got a bit sick and had a fit of 
the blues. The work seemed tough those 
days and the foreman wouldn't let up on 


like putty. He told me to roll it In little 
pills and take one a day. Well, the stuff 
fixed me up nicely. 1 recovered from the 
blues and the work didn’t bother me any 
more. Pretty soon I didn’t care whether 
I was in the penitentiary and I rather 
liked the place. 

“At first the dope was cheap. Doosen- 
berry sold me enough for two days for 
10 cents. But as soon aS I began to like

It 
must show the kind of business gone, 
when done, the amount of capital stock 
preferred and common, the number of 
Shares, amount paid up, the par value of 
shares, the,highest price paid for shares 
at bona fille sales within the year, the 
amount of surplus and undivided profits 
on hand, the tota! indebtedness, the gross 
and net earnings for the year and the

While finding no fault with Judge Hillyer’s conclusions, it 
may be well to point out that the combined populations of 
‘Scotland, England and Prussia aggregate but 63,000,000, while 
| the United States have an estimated population of 76,000,000. 
\Here we have a margin of 14,000,000 population to account for 
ithe excess of homicides. 

As tor Judge Hillyer’s comparison of 1896 with 1894, it would 


1896 aud 1898 if the intention were to show that homicide is 
now on the increase. 

The statistics on lynchings, as given in the World Alma- 
| nac, do not show that this form of lawlessness is increasing. 
In 1894 there were 190 lynchings; in 1895, 171; in 1896, 131, and 
in 1897, 166. But the population has greatly increased.

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THE PHILIPPINE PROCLAMATION, 


The Proclamation of the Philippine Commission to the peo- 
ple of those islands is a masterpiece of mysticism. 

There is a great deal in it about noble ideals and higher 
civilization, cisil and religious liberty, enlightenment, inter- 
course with the nations, peace and happiness, law and order, 
and other topics dear to the sophomore and the competitive 
college orator, but no definite expressions from which can be 
collected the purposes of the Administration. 

The object of the Americans, the Filipinos are informed, is 
the prosperity of the people, but there is a significant (or 
cynical) glance at the solemn obligations the Government has 
assumed toward the family of nations. This is odd, since 
the solemn obligation assumed at the outbreak of the Spanish 
war wes the pledge to the nations that a war of conquest was 
not the purpose of the American pecple. President McKinley 
went so far as to denounce such a war as “criminal aggres- 
sion.” By thts slip the Commissioners encourage the Filip- 
inos to think ahout consistency and hypocrisy and perhaps 
they may ask troublesome questions. 

The proclamation leaves the question exactly where it was 
before. The Cemmissioners have not advanced the settlement 
of the quarrel one step. The Government is committed to 
nothing but taking possession of the islands. Not even a rec- 
ommendation is made. To be sure, the Philippine people are 
promised the amplest Nberty consonant with the supreme end 
of the Government and compatible with international obliga- 
tions, but as those ends and obligations are carefully con- 
cealed the promise is not very promising. 


If it is true that election judges violated the secrecy of the 
ballot by examining unused ballots, an effort should be made 
to punish such fudges. Individual voters and organized soci- 
ety are in duty bound to repel attacks on the secrecy of the 
ballot. Such atracks are directed at the very foundations of 
honest elections under present conditions.

LI MAY RESUME POWER. 


Quarrel of Russia and England, How- 
ever, Is Still an Obstacle. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—The 
friendship which the Empress Dowager 
of China entertains for Li Hung Chang 
may result in his being recalled to power. 
There have been reports that this move 
was actually under way, but nothing offi- 
cial has been received here to bear this 
out. The main obstacle to his recall is the 
difference between Russia and .Great Brit- 
ain as to the preponderance of power in 
China. In the sharp diplomatic struggle go- 
ing on between those two powers, Russia 
has relied upon the good offices of Li 
Hung Chang, while Great Britain has cause 
to resent some of the activities of Earl 
Li in behalf of Russia. This feeling in 
British official circles was the main cause 
for the enforced rétirement of Li.

Sayers 
wrote to the Secretary of War setting forth 
the facts, adding that he was anxious to 


have the State militia reorganized and re- 
equipped as it was before the war with 
Spain was declared.
